Höher als die Kirche is not ordinär ily classed with 
elementary texts ; it lias been my endeavor, however, to 
annotate all difficulties, so that, omitting or leaving tili 
the last the six pages introductory to the story and the 
page of conclusion, the book might be available for use 
as the first connected reading, immediately after the 
Beginners' Book has been completed. Those instructors 
who prefer to use Höher als die Kirche a little later in 
the course will not, I believe, find the notes ill-adapted 
to the needs of their students.

LIFE OF AUTHOR. 



Wilhelmine von Hillern was born in Munich, 
March 11, 1836. She is the only daughter of Charlotte 
Birch-Pfeiffer, an eminent actress and gifted dramatic 
writer. At an early age, she began to devote herseif to 
the actor's profession, and appeared with great success 
on the stage in Berlin, Hamburg, Frankfort, Mannheim, 
and other cities. Her brilliant career as an actress 
was terminated in 1857, when she was married to the 
Baden Hofgerichtsdirektor und Kammerherr, Hermann 
von Hillern, in Freiburg-im-Breisgau. Since her with- 
drawal from the stage, and particularly since the death 
of her husband, in 1882, she has actively devoted herseif 
to literature. Besides several drainas and Höher als die 
Kirche, she has written the following novels : Doppel- 
leben, Ein Arzt der Seele, Aus eigener Kraft, Und Sie 
kommt doch. Die Friedhofsblume, and, most successful 
of all. Die Geier- Wally, which has gone through many 
editions, was dramatized by the author herseif in 1881, 
and has been translated into English. 

Wilhelmine von Hillern lived for many years at Frei- 
burg, near the scene of our story, in a country of most 
picturesque scenery, teeming with historical associa- 
tions. In 1889, she removed to Oberammergau, where 
she has manifested keen and sympathetic interest in 
the production of the Passion Play.

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A German Method for Beginners. 

By Franz J. Lange. i2mo, cloth, 293 pages. Price, |(i.oo. 

THE plan of this book is to arouse in the pupil at the very 
beginning an interest in connected reading that shall urge 
him constantly to the mastery of the grammar. There are four 
parts to the book : reading matter, exercises for translation inio 
German, paradigms, and syntax; and the vocabulary. The 
book begins with a story so simple that the pupil may read it 
easily as soon as he has learned his letters from Part III. The 
exercises in Part II. are carefuUy graded and remarkably thorough, 
and are meant to be taken in connection with passages in the 
text. The syntax is simple and orderly in form, and is sufficient 
for high school or elementary coUege work. In the vocabulary 
the article is printed always before the noun in order that the 
pupil may learn instinctively to associate them together. The 
conversational exercises are intended merely as suggestions to 
those who are unfamiliar with that kind of work. 

The book may profitably be used as a reader, grammar, or 
exercise book, but the author intended it for a combination of 
the three, and as such it is being most successfully used. The 
reading matter and exercises provide an ample first year course, 
and the syntax offers an adequate reference grammar for the work 
of the following years.
